Planning Staff Discussion: 


The petitioners state that this alley is not necessary as ingress 
or egress to any other properties. Both abutting property owners 
have signed the petition. 


Originally this was a 10 foot alley that ran from the B/W 
intersecting alley north to Wayne Street. It was vacated and then 
reopened in 1919 and then portions of the alley were vacated in 
1988. This portional vacation in 1988 left the south 20 feet as 
public right-of-way. 


Midtowne Crossing indicates that they use this 20 X 10 foot alley 
for access and for an emergency exit. Apparently automobiles will 
park in this alley blocking ingress and egress. Midtowne Crossing 
would like to vacate the alley, and post it as "No Parking". Then 
if they continue to have a problem with vehicles parking there, 
they would have them towed. 


Staff has no objection to the vacation. Since the remainder of 
the original alley has previously been vacated, the 10 X 20 foot 
alley is no longer serving a public purpose. The east-west alley 


would remain open and would allow for access to other businesses 
and public ways. Any utility present at the time that the 
vacation procedure `s initiated will not be deprived of the use 
of same under the provisions of state law. 


Recommendation: Conditional Approval, contingent upon the 
petitioners providing utility easements or relocations as needed, 
and for the following reasons: 


1) Approval will not impede anyone’s access to public ways or 
places. 


2) Maintenance of this public right-of-way is no longer necessary 
to the growth of the city. 


3) Conditions in the area have changed, negating the original 
intent of the right-of-ways.
